NAZI MONEY 
A S the Nazi government plunges from one 
rash adventure to another, two ques­ 
tions become more and more urgent. What 
will they use for food? 
And what will 
they use for money? 
They exhaust their 
man-power and material resources in ever- 
widening warfare, and their victories and 
seizures have brought them only new re­ 
sponsibilities and expense. 
So far, they seem to have kept their 
money at face value within Germany by 
fiat, even though there is little or no gold 
in the treasury for a sound basis. 
The 
mark is only good at home, and outsiders 
with credits against Germany must take 
German goods for pay or else go there to 
spend the money. 
It is doubtful if there 
is another important country in the world 
■whose currency has so weak a foundation. 
Now it seems likely to be weakened 
still further. 
A plan is being considered 
whereby workers* wages would be paid 
"in the form of promissory notes.’* 
This 
may appear as a curious scheme even to 
the Germans themselves. 
Their present 
money is mere unsupported paper. It looks 
like promising to fulfill one promise with 
another promise. 
When the debacle comes, and Germany 
Ss overcome again by superior force as it 
probably will be, the German people will 
be ruined again by all that worthless 
paper. 


SPRING HATS IN HELSINKI 
W 
INDOW* displays in Helsinki shops 
these days consist of pictures clipped 
from magazines and pasted on the rough 
boards with -which the windows are pro­ 
tected against air raids. 
Business goes 
on behind the boards as usual. 
One even 
reads of spring hats advertised in milli­ 
ner’s windows. 
Spring hats announced in 
January indicate confidence that spring 
will come and Finland will still be Finland. 
The correspondent who found the 
cheerful hat advertising reported further 
that all the repair jobs— plyboard in bomb- 
shattered windows, boarding up and sand­ 
bagging and other measures—have been 
carried out neatly. 
Even in its present 
troubled life Helsinki looks neater and 
cleaner than many thriving cities in other 
countries in peace time.

GARNER FAVORS LYNCH BILL VOTE 
W ASHINGTON — The big behind-the- 
” scenes sensation in the battle over the 
anti-lynching bill is inside wTord that Vice 
President Jack Garner favors allow ing the 
measure to come to a vote in the Senate. 
Inability to get a vote on the Senate 
floor is the only thing that has blocked 
enactment of this legislation for years. In 
the last big fight over antilynching in 
1937, there was an over-whelming major­ 
ity in the Senate for the bill. 
But its 
sponsors wrere unable to force a vote. 
A 
determined 
Southern 
filibuster 
lasting 
nearly six weeks barred action, and in the 
end the bill was junked. 


Gam er gave the filibusters potent 
undercover aid 
in the 
1937 struggle. 
Throughout his long congressional career 
he has always been against antilynching 
legislation— and still is. He considers the 
bill now passed by the House to be un­ 
sound and impractical. 
But with his sombrero in the presiden­ 
tial ring, he has changed his tune to the 
extent of permitting a showdown vote. 
That’s an important concession because 
only a vote is needed to put the measure 
on the statute books. 
However, there is no inside indication 
that Garner’s stand will produce results. 
None of the other southern leaders has 
been won over. They are just as adamant 
against a vote as in the past. 
Garner’s fellow Texan, Senator Tom 
Connally, floor general of the 1937 battle, 
also is a candidate this year— but not for 
the presidency. Tom is up for re-election 
and has his eye glued on Texas—not the 
nation. 
He is out to resist a showdown 
vote on anti-lynching just as vehemently 
as he did three years ago. 
Connallv’s 
vigorous Southern backing means that the 
bill hasn’t a chance. After a few weeks of 
filibuster it will again be pigeon-holed. 
NOTE:— Also doomed is Pat Harri­ 
son’s resolution, passed by the Senate, for 
a joint committee to study government in­ 
come and outgo in order to keep within 
the budget. 
House leaders view the pro­ 
posal as a Senate attempt to rule the bud­ 
get roost, will pigeon-hole it in committee.

ease causing pain in the right lower 
part of the abdomen. This knowl­ 
edge lias proved too much for many 
people. 
Pseudo* Appendicitis 
According to a physician at the 
Mayo Clinic, the second commonest 
functional trouble of tho digestive 
apparatus is' pseutio-aypemhciLs. 
Nervous men and women complain 
of mild pain or soreness in the re­ 
gion of the appendix. Some feel as 
if they should be reaching down to 
hold up th? abdomen with the hand. 
Often the distress comes on at in­ 
tervals, mimicking attacks of acute 
appendicitis. 
That the pain originates in the 
mind is proved by cases on record 
in which the appendix has been re­ 
moved and the pain persisted. In 
the operation all the nerve path­ 
ways from the appendix region are 
severed, so the pain must be pro­ 
jected from the brain or the mind. 


In many cases the pain can be 
proved to be in the skin of thq ab­ 
dominal wall because pinching the 
I skin alone produces typical pain. 
A famous English surgeon, Ben­ 
jamin Brodie, reported a case of a 
j middle-aged woman who had been 
| exposed during a considerable peri­ 
od of time to great mental anxiety. 
I She complained of a constant severe 
j pain over the right side of the ab- 
j domen. This persisted for years and 
i she died of an intercurrent disease. 
! On examining the body after death, 
careful examination of all the tis­ 
sues clear through the abdominal 
I wall to the back, at the site where 
I she had complained of pain, was 
, made. No morbid appearances could 
! bo detected. There was neither in- 
j flammation nor thickening, nor any 
morbid change of structure and not 
; the slightest deviation of any kind 
! from the normal condition of the 


j part. 
The important lesson is that un- 
! less there is definite objective proof 
of appendicitis in the form of fever, 
increase of the white cells of the 
blood, increase of the pulse rate 
and definite prostration, attacks of 
pseudo-appendicitis do not call for 
, operative interference. In fact, op- 
1 oration in these cases almost in- 
I variably makes the patient worse.

On: ‘Letter’ Read 


Circleville’s police 
force 
to a 
man signed a pledge Monday even- j 
ing in the presence of Mayor W. B. 
Cady. 
Safety 
Director 
Karl J. J 
Herrmann and 
members of the ; 
Civil Service Commission to cor- j 
reel its faults and to abide by 17 j 
"rules and regulations’’ laid down 
by Mr. Herrmann at a meeting in 
the council chamber. 
The new’ "law" becomes effective 
immediately, and 
"it will be en- j 
forced," 
Herrmann 
declared. 
Mayor Cady, asked by the directer 
lf he wished to say anything, de­ 
clared: "I have nothing to say. My 
statesments will be confined to ac­ 
tions from now on." 
Herrmann called the police force 
together, all members being pres­ 
ent, and then issued his "rules and 
regulations". 
The gathering in­ 
cluded besides the mayor, 
the 
Commission and the safety direct­ 
or, Chief McCrady, Patrolmen Alva 
Shasteen, George Green, Charlo? 
Mumaw, Fred Fitzpatrick, Elmer 
Herriman, Carl Radcliff, who re­ 
turns to work Tuesday night after 
being off the force 
without pay 
since December I, and Miller Fis­ 
sell, who started to work Tuesday 
as a traffic officer. 
Open Letter Quoted 
The safety director declared that 
conditions in the police department 
must be changed at once, and be 
read an Open Letter that appear­ 
ed in last Friday’s Daily Herald 
urging closer cooperation between 
members of the repartment. 
He announced that Fissell would 
start checking traffic Tuesday and 
declared that included in the check 
would be some vigilance on the 
part of the officer in regard to 
bicycle traffic. 
Fissell has been 
serving as a deputy under .Sheriff 
Charles H. Radcliff for the last 
nine years. 
The points 
put 
down 
by the 
safety director for the police de­ 
partm ent’s conduct 
were 
ended 
with No. IS which 
declared that 
for a first violation of any of the 
17 charges 
a 10-day suspension 
without pay would be ordered; for 
the second offense a 30-day sus­ 
pension will be the decree, and for 
the third offense dismissal from 
the police department will be or­ 
dered. 
The 17 points Include; 
1. When reporting 
for duty, 
patrolmen must be in full uniform 
as prescribed by ordinance. 
2. All patrolmen 
are charge I 
with the 
responsibility of 
main­ 
taining law' and 
order In accord 
with the laws of the United States, 
the State of Ohio and the ordin­ 
ances of the City of Circleville. 
3. AU patrolmen must work in 
harmony with the Sheriff's De­ 
partment, State Highway Patrol 
and other law enforcement offi­ 
cers. 
4. When on duty patrolmen must 
not drink intoxicating liquors, wine 
or beer and must not become in­ 
toxicated when ON or OFF duty. 
5. Patrolmen must not associate 
with women of questionable char­ 
acter or associate with any woman 
in any manner as to reflect up rn 
the police department or themselv­ 
es as patrolmen. 
6. Patrolman must not make 
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the job recently created by council 
after numerous requests by Mayor 
William B. Cady. Patrolman Fissell 
will operate his own motorcycle 
and his own automobile under con­ 
tract with the city, and his one 
duty will be to check on observance 
of traffic laws in Circleville. 
No, Circleville will not be operat­ 
ing a speed trap racket. Nothing 
of that sort will even be considered 
by the department for which he
